8. Permit the joining in one indict- 


ment of related offenses, for example, 
robbery, assault with intent to rob, 
burglary, larceny and knowingly re- 
ceiving stolen property.

16. Enact some law which would 


protect against the disappearance be- 
fore trial of material witnesses, or pro- 
vide for taking of their depositions 
which might be used at a later trial in 
case they disappear. 


17. Require the supreme court to 


review all cases in which the death 
penalty is imposed whether the de- 
fendant lakes an appeal or not. 


18. Abolish all mandatory excuses 


for jury service, leaving such excuses 
to be granted in the discretion of the 
trial court. 


19. Enact a "false swearing act" de- 


signed to lessen the frequency of per- 
jury by rendering conviction for false 
swearing somewhat easier, with small- 
er punishment which juries may be 
more ready to impose. 


20. Provide that prosecuting attor- 


neys shall be paid on a salary rather 
than on a fee basis. 


21. Enact a statute whereby it will 


not be necessary in every case to 
prove venue affirmatively, when venue 
is not actually in issue in the case. 


22. Provide that change of venue 


for local prejudice shall be granted 
only on actual finding by the court 
thai such prejudice exists, the court 
not to be bound by ex parte affi- 
davits. 


23. Provide that circuit court shall 


continue in session at all times for 
criminal cases. 


24. Limit the granting of continu- 


ances by placing on the attorney ask- 
ng for a continuance the burden of 
good faith and personal knowledge 
of the facts, upon the basis of which 
he continuance is requested.

Squash and Turnips Must Be Served 


Piping Hot to Be at their Uesl

a root cellar. And really and truly, 
if it were emerals bestowed by some 
ravishing Prince Charming, she could- 
n't be more excited. You see, she gave 
the cellar to herself early enough to 
salvage from her own 'garden squashes, 
onions , cabbage, turnips, 
potatoes, 


sweet and Irish, and all the rest. 


Luckily she's a good cook and will 


serve those rooty vegetables as they 
should be served to get the most out 
of them— steaming hot. well -seasoned 
and extravagantly buttered. 


Squash Last Long 


Her winter squash, and yours, too. 


if you were lucky enough to raise any, 
will be good until after the first of 
the year. Squash makes a good Christ- 
mas dish, mashed. To prepare a fine 
Hubbard squash, cut in halves and 
bake until tender. Scoop out pulp and 
put through ricer. Season well with 
salt, pepper, plenty of butter and 
cream. Beat until light, using prefer- 
ably slotted spoon or electric beater. 
Reheat, beating to prevent sticking 
and serve at once. 


Sometimes I mash my turnips with 


dry, mealy potatoes. Cook potatoes 
and turnips separately and drain both 
thoroughly. Then add one or two po- 
tatoes, depending on the amount of 
turnip, and mash .thoroughly. Season 
well with salt, pepper, a bit of sugar 
and plenty of butter. Garnish with 
coin spots of paprika and serve very 
hot. .
